Governor Musgrove. 

Mb Anthony Musouave our now 
governor, wo nro informed by a goiillu- 
man pereoDtiily acqiuuntcd witli him, 
is a gentlemnn of roranrkablo nbility. 
The family although Bi)glish have mado 
theooloniea their homo fi r geiicraiions. 
His father was tho celobnitcd Dr. 
Anthony Musgravo, iho senior partner 
of tho firm of Drs. Musgravo, Nichol- 
son & Son, tho leading physicianH in 
Antigua, West Indios, and also Tiea- 
•urer of tho Colony for a period of 'lb 
years and upwards. At tho time of 
Dr. Musgrftve's death, tho Lancet 
(Medical Journal) iu a comi limontury 
notice, remarked that iho Medical pro- 
foBBioD had to " lament the loss of a 
distinguished ornament." Mr. Muh- 
grave is also a nephew of tho late Sir 
Christopher Mupgrave, Chief Justico of 
the Cape of Good llopo. Mr. Mosgravo 
was born in Antigua, but edncaled in 
England. Upon his return homo, 
•iter completing his odnoation, he on^ 
tered his father's office — the Treasury — 
as Chief Clorkj whoro he remained for 
Bomo yearn, when ho entered upon tho 
study of law, with his uncle, the ilon. 
JamoB \V. Siicriff, iben Attorney Gen- 
eral of Antigua. Mr. Melnto^h, tho 
then Governor, having lost Iuh Private 
Secretary from yollow fever, tho ap- 
pointment was offered to Mr. Musgrave, 
and he accepted it, and filled it with 
entire Balisfuction to tho Governor, 
and aleo to tho public. Upon tho cxk 
piration of Mr. Mcintosh's term ol 
office, Mr. Musgravo prccocdod to Engn 
land and liept his terms nt one of the 
Inns of Court, with the intention of ro" 
turning to Antigua and practising at 
the Bar ; bat from the strung recom^ 
mendation of Mr. Melutooh, lie soon 
was called to the public eervioo again, 
by being appointed Colonial Secretary 
for the Island of Antigua. Here be 
remained nntil be was promoted to the 
Presidency of J^evis, a position pro-. 
Tioosly occupied by our late lamented 
Governor. Se was next promoted to 
the GoTernment of St. Yiucent; and 
after the expiration of his time ap 
pointed Governor of I^ewfonndland. 
While at St. Vincent ho headed tlio 
Military, and suppressed an ineDrrcc-« 
tion which had broken out on tho part 
of the laborers against tho plantorr. 
Mr. MuBgravo's intimate acquaintance 
with financial matters under his fiither, 
is well iinown and very liiglily estirn.i- 
ted at tho Colonial Ollico in l^ngiand, 
■where ho is regarded us a fii>t>clati8 
financier. Mr. MuHgravo is a widower, 
having been married to a dnuglitcr of 
Sir William Byam, Bart., of Cedar 
Hill, Antigua, wlio died si.K or sovtn 
years since. Mr. Musgravo is, wo aro 
Iniormed, liberal and enlightened in his 
views, of snporior attainments, an 
eloquent speaker, and an uccemplishcd 
gentleman. Some doubt has been ex- 
p^ressed as to the Boaodness of Mr. Mas- 
grave on Confederation ; but we want 
no better evidenco that he is coming 
out to join this Colony to the Dominion 
than the following speech which ho 
delivered at the opening of the Logis- 
latnre of Newfoundland, on the 23rd of 
February last. To Uoveriior Muh- 
grave's influence, in fact, is duo the 
proaeoco, to-day, of Nowloundland in 
the Confederacy : — 

" The great question of the expedien- 
cy of union wiih the Dominion of Can- 
ada, St. 11 remoijis for yc ur judgnu'ni 
Yonr decision ui)on tlie prineiples in- 
volved, and eonsidoruliui: o* the terms 
under which hucIi an ui raii'^'ciin iii u ill 
bo deKirablu, can scarcely bo longer do- 
forted with rdvantage to tho oommu-i 
nitj with whoKO interost.4 wo ate 
.charged. I believe that public opinion 
has reached a stage ^hioh in ripe loi 
dealing with this mt'juct in a .spirit (jI 
calm and deliberuie invi^-tigatioii. 
Whatovor may bo tho (iivi'i.siiy ol 
views eulertainvd and i)r()iiuil_;at(! I by 
difforeot parties, it cannot bo di,s|)uiod 
that the issoe tf this controversy mutit 
be one of signul importunoe to the lun 
ture dOBtinies of this cotnmunity. I do 
not underatalo the rnngr imdo of ilio 
interests involved ; but, 1 havo never 
ooncoaled from you my di^passionato 
considerations of tho proposal th .t iridu- 
ees ue atrongly to bolieve that iboso in- 
terests will be promoted by union with 
the progrt'ssivo communitiua which noiv 
form the Doniiuioii. I havo no reason 
to doubt what 1 huvo staled to you on 
former occasions, llmt tho (jioveniuicnt 
of Canada is disposed to moot, in a 
spirit of liberality, any snggestiou 
which may emanate from you. Tiiu 
essence of any agreement which slionkl 
bo mutually advantagooua miist be its 
equality, and our own soll-ro.Hpeel will 
prevent any demand be iig made f)y us 
which would pluco us iu the position of 
an: artifioinily protected dependeuc} , 
^hen desiring to form an integral \).:vh 
of a tranB»Atluutio portion ol tho 
British En.piro, daily incrousiiig iu 
wealth and importance, I recommoud 
Anew the wboie subject to your oareial 



thouf'ht, in confidoneo that it will so- 
ouro°your attonlion. Tho renewal of 
tho treaty of reciprocal trade wuh the 
United States is a matter sure to ob- 
tain tho best efforts of the Governmont 
of tho Dominion, for its soltlemont , on 
satisfactory terms, at no distant date j 
but it ia UBoless to disregard tho fact 
that tho nresonl financial position of 
the Colony preoludos any hope of our 
being ablo to avail ourselves of any 
8uoh orrangoment, unless as forming 
part of tho Dominion; and this cir- 
cumstance alone shows tho weighty 
oharuoter of tho question wo aro culled 
upon to decide. Wo cannot remain 
aloof from tho union without being 
compelled to impose much higher taxa» 
lion upon tho labouriog classes, lor two 
years to como, than any likely to bo 
rai.scd by iho Parlianiont of tbo Do- 
minion.

WE tlic Mayor and Councillors, in CouniMl convened by virtue 
of the power and autliority by an Act iiuituied " The Victoria 
Municipal Ordinance, 18G7," and" " Tlie Victoria Municipal Amend- 
ment Ordinance, 1869." 

WBEREAS it is expedient for the good government of the City 
of Victoria that an Annual Revenue be raised for Muncipal purposes: 

Bi3 IT TiTEREFORf) ENACTED by the Mayor and Councillors of the 
City of Victoria, as follows : 

I. That from and after the i)as.sage of this By-Law, the General 
Municipal Revenue shall be raised, levied and collected for the use of 

<:tliefMayor and Council of the City of Victoria from such sources as 
are hereinafter provided, viz.: 

Owners of Real Estate in respect of such estate (including im- 
provements thereon) within the City limits. 

Persons carrying on any Trade or Business by Wholesale within 
the City limits. 

Persons carrying on any other Trade, Business or Calling within 
the Ciiy limits. 

Persons keeping Uorses for private use within the City limits. 
Owners of all Dogs running at large within the City limits. 

II. There sliall be raised, levied and collected upon and from all 
owners of Real Estate (including iniprovcnients thereon) within tlic 

• City limits (except the Real Estate and improvements thereon Unit 
are exempted by the "Victoria Municipal Ordinance, 1807,") an 
Annaal Rate of One-Third of One per Centum on the market value 
thereof. 

III. There shall be levied on and from all persons carrying on 
any, Trade or Business by Wholesale, au Annual Rate of $20. 

IV. There shall be levied on an from all persons carrying on anv 
other Trade, Business or Calling, an Annual Rate of $5. 

For the purposes of this Hy-Law the term " Wholesale Trader" 
shall' be held to mean Rankers, Proprietors of ExDros^ Oflice.s. Auc- 
•. . ■ tionieera. Water . Companies, Jirewors, Oas Companies, Insurance 
Companies, Coal Merchants, and all persona who sell articles in Bulk 
or Unbroken Packages, and Liipiors under a Wholesale Licence. 

And all persons selling Goods, Wares, Morcliandise or other 
Chattels, other than as a Wholesale Trader, within the City limits 
shall be deemed lialilo to the pnyinent f)i' the Aiiiiiial Kate of $5; and 
all persons selling by Wholesale and Retail shall be liable to the 
Payment of both Rates. 

V. Tlicre shall be levied upon and from the Owners of all Dogs 
running at large an Annual Rate of $2 for each Dog. 

VI. There shall be levied upon all persons keeping Horses for 
tBeir private use an Annual Rate of $2 50 for each Horse. 

VIT. From. and after the passincr of this By-Lav,- the Munici])al 
Assessment Roll made by the Munieipal Coiii;i il o( the City of 
Victoria, dated the 15th of S(>|)tember, IStiM, shall (anything in the 
M'unicipal Ordinance, IbliT,'" to the contrary notwithstanding,) be 
arid continue to be the Assessment Roll for the said City, subject 
(after t!ic i)resent year) to be altered and amended from time to time 
as by law provided. 

VIIJ. The Municipal Assessment Roll may ho inspected by any 
person, at all reasonable times, free of any charge whatever.
